He invented n complete Ianguage, and even wrote a little book of gibberish, 


which he pretented to be his native tongue. 


Psalmanazar then enlisted in a Dutch mercenary 


regiment, causing much. ; 


amusement by publicly chanting nonsense and praying to the sun at odd intervals. 


The regiment's chaplain was

Cotton reachod fame and 
fortune unaided, Entirely aclf-- 
taught, he tussied his way up the 
golf ladder with a grim, single- 
minded devotion to the june. 

Even os a: young boy, he 
placed 9 mattress ngainst the 
wall of hig father’s London 
guroge and smacked golf balls 
into It flve hours a day, 


Ag a young man, he was 
conlident enough to declare: 
“Bome day 1 will win the Open 
Champlonship, If s my dream 
lo become as good ae Bobby 
Jones.” 


Cotton excelled ut both cricket 
tnd soccer at ¢chool, But, from 
the age of 1, golf gripped him 
like n fever, At t4, he hnd a 
single-fgure handicap At 1%, 
he became un assistant profess- 
sional, At 20, he was the mext 
promising player in the coun 
ty. * 


Yenr after year, he worked 
passionately on his game, study- 
ing the masters, erimly proce 
dising every spare moment, and 
enduring the vicious attacks 
from 1 golfing public which uc- 
cused him of being aloof, rude, 
even unsporting, They disliked 
his “poker face” approach to the 
game, They sinocred at the

way he to lose. 


ALOOF 


It was true that Cotton was 
aloof-—aloof from anything which 
might upset his career. 


Cotton renlised early that all- 
the-year-round tournament golf 
wus essential if American dom- 
ination was to be broken. At 
the Ume, British profetsionals 
were tied to their home courses 
oul-of-season, and dependent 
on giving lessons fo make a 
living. ‘ 


Yet the more Cotton 
sought a better deal for pro- 
fessionals, the more he was 
attacked by the Bumps of 
olf, Finally, in 1933, be quit 
the country—hounded from 
his native land ty malicious 
and unwarranted criticism. 


Paradoxically, Cotton's move 
turned aut ta be the best decision 
of his life.

Meanwhile, in 1936, the King 
of Golf was persuaded by Lort 
Rosebery to return to England 
and become profesional to the, 
Athridge Golf Club. 


A year Inter came the crown- 
int Rlory of his carcer — the 
1037 Brifisn Open at Carnoustic, 
in which he became the first 
British player to stave off and 
finally crush the full force of 
an Amocican Ryder Cup team. 


And within a fow days he 
beet Densmore Shute, the 
match-play champion of 
America, In a match over 72 
holes for the unofficial 
match-play championship of 
the world, 


Cotton's future wos Now as- 
sured, He had established bim- 
a world-beater and, 
along with tennis champion 


the Waterloo Club in Brussels 
and, in the first year of his em- 
ployment, membership jumped 
y 150, 


More Smportant, he was left 
finanelally unfettered—his first 
chance to demonstrate hls sharp 
business sense. And he made the 
most of ft. 


He Introduced a best-selling 
golfer's shoe, designed to improve 
the player’s footwork ‘when 
swinging. And he Increased his 
income by establishing a fully- 
equipped *bar !n hls shop et 
Waterloo. In fact, he was soon 
one of the few professionals in 
the world who could boast: “The 
players come and drink with me 
instead of {n the clubhouse.” 


SMASHES MONOPOLY 


Then came the Britlsh Open 
Championship of 1934 and, with 
It, the realisation cf- his life's 
ambition. 


At the Royal St, George’s 
course, Sundwich, Kent, Henry 
Cotton smashed the Americans’ 
ll-year monopoly of the Open 
litle; twlee broke the course Te- 
ford; equalled the championship 
aggregate of 283; set up a record 
of 132 for the first 36 holes of the 
Open—nnd a record of 65 for one 
championship round, 


Fvon the fabulous — Bobby. 
Jones had never hed such a 
championship triumph. Cotton 
wns flooded with offers to tour 
the United’ States and tho 
Continent, The  Amoericans 
dubbed him “the saviour of 
British golf", and so he waa. 


+ Cotton was now on top of 
the world. He stayed in first- 
class hotels, drove a massive 
red raoing car, and moved 
almost solely tn high society. 
Belgium hailed ,him as & 
notional hero (for be wis still 
the Waterloo Ciub’s pro- 
fessional), and the King of 
the Belgians sought a match 
svith him, 


BUSINESS ACUMEN 


But it was lls 
acumen xs much as his golfing 
kill which enabled Cotton to 
make a fortune out of golf. 


During the 1930's, he had 
already widened his interests so 
much that crize money and the 
retaining fee from his club 
became comparatively mall 
iicms in his income. 


Ho became a £2,000-a-ycar 
wonsultant to a golf equipment 
firm. He designed a sct of 
clubs and a sptclal left-hand 
glove whieh brought him larg> 
royalties, 


Writing articles carned him 
upwards of another £2,000-n- 
year,. And he demanded | os 
much ‘as 100 guincas for an 
exhibition round, at. least four 
times that charged by other 
British professionals. 
wry, he eet a higher standard 
of living for pald golfers. 


£10,000-A-YEAR 


In 1939, he oven put golf on 
the stage, Gilling the London 
Coliscum for y fortnight and 
then tovring the provinces with 
stago demonstrations.

AWARDED MBE 


About this time, Mr Golf 
was able to declare; “If I never 
lifted a club agaln 1 should 
be provided for till the end of 
my days.” 


And yet still bo went on 
playing — winning his third 
Belgian Open !n_ 1938, and his 
third German Open ‘in 1030. 
‘During tho war, apart from 
serving as a Flight Lieutenant 
in the RAF. ViR., he collected 
pyer £70,000 for the Red Cross 
and other war charities in 130 
folf matches which he played 
ond organised. His work brought 
him an MBE. 

By now, it seemed that the
